BOUMEDIENE'S GA SPEECH WERE: LUCID, COMPREHENSIVE STATEMENT 
OF ALGERIAN POSITION, CONTAINED FEW SURPRISES, DESIGNED 
ON WHOLE TO AVOID UNDUE CONFRONTATION, AND WELL RESEARCHED 
AND DEALT WITH REAL ECONOMIC ISSUES. IRANIAN REP 
HOVEYDA THOUGHT ONLY SIGNIFICANT NEW ELEMENT WAS PROPOSAL 
FOR SPECIAL PROGRAM OF ECONOMIC ASSISTANCE TO LDCS 
ADMINISTERED BY IBRD AND REGIONAL BANKS, WHICH HE CONSIDERED 
WAS BLATANT ATTEMPT SIDETRACK IRANIAN-BACKED ECONOMIC 
AID PLAN. HE FOUND IT UNACCEPTABLE BECAUSE IT ENVISAGED 
CONTRIBUTIONS ACCORDING TO PER CAPITA GNP AND BECAUSE IF 
COUNTRY SUCH AS US CONTRIBUTED THIS WOULD STILL BE EXTENDING 
CONTROL OF MORE DEVELOPED COUNTRIES OVER ECONOMIC FATE OF 
LDCS. SHARAF (JORDAN) CALLED STATEMENT MILD "FOR ALGERIAN ", 
LEBANESE COUNSELOR CITED AS CONSTRUCTIVE POINT EMPHASIS 
ON IMPORTANCE OF DEVELOPED COUNTRIES ASSISTING LDC'S 
IF THEY WISHED COOPERATION WITH OIL-PRODUCING COUNTRIES.

OTHER PRELIMINARY REACTIONS (MANY AT STAFF LEVEL) RANGED 
FROM EXCELLENT (OAU REPS) TO SURPRISE AT ITS TOUGHNESS

WHILE UK MINISTER SAID IT WAS "NOT AS BAD AS COULD HAVE 
BEEN". AMONG THOSE REACTING FAVORABLY WERE DELOFFS FROM 
YUGOSLAVIA, ARGENTINA, JAMAICA, MALL UPPER VOLTA, 

TANZANIA, ZAIRE, AND UGANDA. STAFF MEMBERS OF MALAYSIA, 
SINGAPORE AND THAILAND CALLED IT "MODEST", SOME EE'S

NEEDED TO PROMOTE NEW ECONOMIC ORDER. THREE TIMES HE
